H ouse-Senate 
conference com m ittee meets 
late today to iron out minor 
differences in House and 
Senate versions of the bills. 
Final congressional passage 
could come as early

Wednesday, but more likely 
will be Thursday. 
Ford is expected to veto 
the bill quickly, and leaders 
of both houses predict they 
have the votes to override, 
although Ford’s best chance

The Bulge Recalled 


(Editor’s Note: This is one

Historical events of this 
week include the formation 
of the Office of the Inspector 
General, the death of George 
W ashington, 
and 
the 
beginning of the Battle of the 
Bulge. 
Dec. 13, 1777-C ongress 
established 
th e 
A rm y’s 
office 
of 
the 
In sp ecto r 
General. The objective of the 
Inspector G en eral is to 
evaluate the effectiveness of 
a unit in perform ong its 
mission, as well as the state 
of the economy, discipline 
and morale. 
There s generally a bit of 
turmoil when an Army unit 
expects a visity from the 
Inspector 
G eneral, 
but 
basically the function of this 
office is to help the Army do 
a better job. 
On Dec. 14, 1799, George 
W ashington 
died. 
As 
Commander-in Chief of the 
Continental Army, he had 
led his m en to victory 
against great odds. 
That 
victory brought into being a 
Nation which was to become 
the most powerful on earth. 
When 
new s 
of 
W ashington's death reached 
Britain, all English ships 
were instructed to fly their 
flags at half m ast. Napoleon 
B onaparte o rd ered black 
crepe to be suspended from 
all 
flags 
in 
the 
French 
service. 
Today, 
M ount Vernon. 
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W ashington’s 
hom e 
in 
Virginia, is one of our most 
p o p u lar 
and 
v e n e ra te d 
shrines. 
On Dec. 15. 1864, the last 
great battle of the South was 
fought during the Civil W ar 
This was the Battle of Nash­ 
ville. 
Confederate General John 
B 
Hood 
was 
entrenched 
along a 
five-m ile 
fro n t 
outside of Nashville. U nder 
the lead ersh ip of U nior 
General George H. Thomas, 
the cavalry and infantry 
struck Hood s arm y from the 
front and rear and com ­ 
pletely d isorganized 
the 
Southern forces. 
Historians say it was “one 
of the best planned attacks to 
be found in the annals of the 
Civil W ar." 
Dec. 16. 1944, m arks the 
beginning of the Battle of the 
Bulge. It turned out to be the 
last 
m assiv e 
G erm an 
co u n ter offensive d uring 
World War II. 
General Eisenhower sent 
M ajor G eneral M cA uliffe 
and 
the 
U nited 
S tates 
A rm y’s 
101st 
A irborne 
Division to hold Bastongne. 
Bad w eather held for several 
days, to the advantage of the 
Germ ans, but the fog lifted 
perm itting the Allied air- 
power to strike. 
Within IO days the Germ an 
offensive was halted and the 
Nazis faced disaster. 
On Dec. 17, 1944, Private 
First Class Richard Eller 
Cowan was manning a heavy 
m achine 
gun, 
battling 
a 
superior force of G erm ans in 
Belgium. All but three men 
in his section had been killed 
and his entire company was 
in danger of being overrun 
by G erm an infantry 
and 
tanks. 
Singlehandedly, 
Private 
Cowan routed an enemy tank 
and BO infantrym en. 
The 
Germ ans poured deadly fire 
on him and he was shook by 
an enem y 
rocket-but 
he 
rem ain ed 
at 
his 
gun 
covering the withdrawal of 
his com rades to safety. He 


was the last to leave an 
untenable position 
For gallantry above and 
beyond the call of duty. 
Private Cowan was awarded 
the Medal of Honor 
On Dec 18, 1958, the first 
human voice to be relayed 
from space was heard. The 
voice was that of President 
Eisenhower delivering his 
Christm as m essage to the 
Nation. 
This 
feat 
was 
brought 
about by the launching of 
A m erica's 
first 
com ­ 
munications satellite. This 
satellite was designed and 
built under the supervision 
of the Army Signal Corps 
Research and Development 
L ab o rato ries for P ro ject 
Score. 
On 
Dec. 
19. 
1776. 
the 
P e n n s y lv a n ia 
J o u rn a l 
published “ The Crisis" by 
Tom Paine.

spurred or storage capacity 
increased, there m aybe too 
much of a good thing 
The picture is not bleak, 
however, since the dem and 
for U.S. wines has boomed 
since 1969, with consumption 
growing 6 per cent by 1974 
for an average 1.65 gallons 
for 
each 
A m erican. 
M eanw hile, 
wine 
g ra p e 
crops in the three leading 
p ro d u cer 
sta te s 
— 
California, New York and 
Washington — have con­ 
tinued to grow, 
with an 
additional 26,000 acres of 
wine grapes planted last 
year. 
As 
domestic 
wines 
en­ 
tering the m arket increased 
from 292 million gallons in 
1973 to 298 million gallons in 
1974, 
im ported 
w ines 


dropped 
from 
55 
million 
gallons to 51 million gallons. 
The USDA says perhaps one 
reason 
for 
the 
rising 
p opularity 
of 
A m erican 
wines is that U.S. consumers 
are discovering the quality 
of home grown products. 
Also, producers are trying 
to stim ulate 
sales 
by 
a 
number of m eans including 
the use of larger, 
more 
economical containers at the 
retail level. Gallon and half­ 
gallon bottles, 
once used 
p rim arily for low quality 
wines, are now being used 
for prem ium varieties. 
But the industry still must 
find a way to reach more 
consumers and increase the 
quantity of wine purchased 
each year 
E arly studies 
indicate more wine is pur­ 
chased in urban households 
than in areas with less than 
50,000 people and in general, 
m em bers of the typical 
winebuying households were 
better educated and 
had 
higher 
incomes 
than 
the 
abstainers. 
C onsum ers 
in 
P acific 
Coast states purchased wine 
at the greatest rate, with 
' New 
E ngland and 
Mid- 
A tlantic 
sta te s 
a 
close 
second. 
The USDA said initial find­ 


ings of a study of the wine- 
buying 
habits 
of 
7,000 
American families indicates 
that most households simply 
do not buy or consume wine 
and there is only a small 
amount being purchased bv 
the households that do buy 
wine 
Both 
these findings 
in­ 
dicate the wine industry has 
an encouraging outlook for 


in creasin g dom estic con­ 
sumption. Factors such as 
wine prices, new products 
and product promotion offer 
the most hope for swaying 
consum ption trends. 
“ IJ S. wine producers will 
eagerly await the reaction of 
the American consumer as 
vast new supplies reach the 
m arket.” the article con­

(UPI) — A huge silver ring 
with a diamond chip inside 
the Lone Star of Texas sums 
up 32 years of high school 
coaching for Gordon Wood. 
The ring, given to him in 
1967, simply says “Texas 
State Champions — Coach.” 
Seven times in the past 32 
years Wood’s teams have 
been state champions and 
three other times his squads 
were eliminated in the final 
19 seconds of playoff games. 
“ I just never thought of 
doing anything else but 
coaching,” said Wood, who 
looks a decade younger than 
his 60 years. “You meet so 
many great people and you 
like to feel you have an 
impact on their lives.” 
Wood 
coached 
two 
Stamford teams to state 
cham p io n sh ip s 
before 
moving to Brownwood 16 
years ago. Since then he has 
won five more state titles 
and pushed his career record 
to 306-66-6, the most wins by 
a high school coach in Texas. 
“ In 
all 
those 
years, 
though. I'd have to say my 
greatest coaching job was 
one year at Seminole when 
we went 4-4-2,” he said “We 
had one player back from a 
7-3 team and we had to use 
all junior varsity players 
“ Those youngsters had 
never won a game on the 
junior varsity and had only 
scored one touchdown 
that 
one in a game they lost 66-6 
“We put in a sophomore 
kid at quarterback and we 
never lost 
a 
gam e 
he 
played," Wood said with a 
grin “Of course, we never 
won a game when he was 
out, since he missed four 
games with injuries 
Only a handful of Wood's 
players ever made it to 
professional 
football, 
although 
he 
did 
coach 
professional golfer Charles 
Coody. who was a quar­ 
terback at Stamford High 
Except for two years in the 
Navy during World War II, 
Wood has spent his life in 
Texas 
He played football 
and basketball at Hardin 
Simmons College in Abilene 
before 
beginning 
his 
coaching c areer
